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SUBJ: PROBABLE RESUMED SESSION OP ECOSOC WEEK OP SEPTEMBER 26 
TO CONSIDER NGO PARTICIPATION IN WORLD CONPERENCE 
ON RACISM 

1. SUMMARY. THE UNRESOLVED QUESTION OP CRITERIA POR NGO 
PARTICIPATION IN WORLD CONFERENCE ON RACISM (ECOSOC RESOLU- 
TION 2057, PARAGRAPH 4J) WILL PROBABLY COME UP DURING THE 
RESUMED SESSION OP ECOSOC SCHEDULED POR THE WEEK OP SEPTEMBER 
26TH. THE SECRETARIAT HAS PREPARED SUGGESTED CRITERIA THAT 
WILL SOON BE COMMUNICATED TO AMB. SMID OP CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
(CHAIRMAN OP ECOSOC), AND HOPES THAT SMID WILL CONDUCT 

THE INPORMAL NEGOTIATIONS NECESSARY IN ORDER TO HAVE A 
"PRE-COOKED" SOLUTION BEPORE THE RESUMED SESSION. IP NO 
AGREEMENT IS POSSIBLE - AND SINCE SECRETARIAT IS EAGER 
TO AVOID CONPRONTATION ON THIS ISSUE - THEN THE 
SECRETARIAT HOPES THAT ISSUE ON UNGA AGENDA CAN BE DELAYED 
POR INPORMAL NEGOTIATIONS TO RESOLVE. END SUMMARY. 

2. AMCIT IN SECRETARIAT STALE, ACTING PROBABLY UNDER 
INSTRUCTIONS, GAVE POLLOWING SCENARIO AND HISTORY. 

I) VAN BOVEN SENT LETTER EARLY SUMMER TO SMID REMINDING 
HIM THAT PARAGRAPH 41 OF ECOSOC 2057 SHOULD BE RESOLVED 
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BEFORE THE END OP THE 32ND GA. 2) SMID RESPONDED 
THANKING VAN BOVEN AND ASKING DIVISION TO PACILITATE 
INPORMAL CONSULTATIONS THAT WOULD LEAD TO AN "ACCEPTABLE 
PORMULA." 3) UNDER SECRETARY BUFPUM'S OPPICE IN NYC 
HAS PREPARED DRAPT OP A LETTER TO RESPOND TO SMID, 

BASED ON CONSULTATIONS WITH VAN BOVEN IN AUGUST IN 
GENEVA WITH SECRETARIAT NYC STAFP OPFICIAL, THAT CONTAINS 
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SUGGESTED CRITERIA (LISTED BELOW) FOR PARTICIPATION 
OF NGOS IN WORLD CONFERENCE. BUFFUM IS SCHEDULED TO TALK 
BY PHONE SEPTEMBER 8TH WITH VAN BOVEN TO CLEAR DRAFT 
OF LETTER, WHICH WILL THEN BE SENT. 

3. DIEGO CORDOBEZ, DIRECTOR OF ECOSOC STAFF, IS 
REPORTEDLY UNWILLING TO HELP IN INFORMAL NEGOTIATIONS, 
AND AGREES WITH DIVISION STAFF THAT THE FACILITATOR'S 
ROLE IS BEST LEFT WITH UNDER SECRETARY BUFFUM AND 
DIVISION DIRECTOR VAN BOVEN. HOWEVER, CORDOBEZ WILL 
PUT THE ITEM ON THE AGENDA OF THE RESUMED SESSION 

OF ECOSOC THE WEEK OF SEPTEMBER 26 IF INFORMAL NEGO- 
TIATIONS BETWEEN NOW AND THEN OFFER NEAR-CERTAINTY OF 
CONSENSUS FORMULA. IF NOT, THE ISSUE WILL BE LEFT 
FOR LATER, AND THE SECRETARIAT CONTACT EXPRESSED 
HOPE THAT IT COULD BE DELAYED TO WORK OUT FORMULA 
INFORMALLY RATHER THAN RUN RISK OF EXPLOITATION OF 
ISSUE BY THOSE WHO HAVE THEIR OWN AGENDAS. 

4. OUTLINE OF PROPOSED LETTER TO SMID FOLLOWS: 

1) DIVISION STAFF WILL BE HAPPY TO ASSIST YOU IN 
ARRANGING INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS AMONG THE SPONSORS 
AND OTHER INTERESTED PARTIES OF RESOLUTION 2057. 

2) DIVISION RECOMMENDS THREE CRITERIA FOR CONSIDERATION 
IN THESE CONSULTATIONS: (A) ALL NGOS IN CONSULTATIVE 
CATEGORY NUMBER I WOULD BE ELIGIBLE. (B) ALL NGOS 
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WHICH HAVE SUBMITTED INFORMATION ON PROGRAM FOR WORLD 
CONFERENCE WOULD BE ELIGIBLE. (C) ALL NGOS WHICH ARE 
MEMBER OF EITHER THE GENEVA OR NYC NGO COMMITTEE ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS WOULD BE ELIGIBLE. 3) IF THE COUNCIL APPROVES 
THESE CRITERIA, THEN THE ELIGIBLE NGOS WOULD BE THOSE 
NAMED IN THE ATTACHED LIST. (LIST NOT WORKED UP YET, 

BUT CAN BE DONE VERY RAPIDLY. THE ONLY LIST OF ITEM (B) 

IS IN THE HUMAN RIGHTS DIVISION IN GENEVA. LIST 
INCLUDES MANY JEWISH NGOS, CONTACT POINTED OUT, AND 
DISTRIBUTION OF THE LIST IS LIKELY TO EVOKE PROTESTS 
FROM SOME ARAB NATIONS.) 4) IF SMID THINKS IT 
APPROPRIATE TO RAISE THIS MATTER WITH A MEETING OF THE 
REGIONAL CHAIRMEN, THEN THE DIVISION WOULD ASSIST BY 
FURNISHING A STAFF PERSON. 

5. CONTACT POINTED OUT THAT MANY NGOS ARE LOBBYING FOR 
THE WIDEST POSSIBLE CRITERIA, WHILE SOME NATIONS 
(MENTIONED WERE IRAQ, TUNISIA, SYRIA AND ARGENTINA), 

ARE STRENUOUSLY LOBBYING AGAINST ONE GROUP OR ANOTHER 
OF NGOS AND WOULD SEIZE ON THIS ISSUE TO CREATE A 
CONFRONTATION. 
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6. COMMENT. A DECISION BY THE RESUMED ECOSOC TO 
RECOMMEND TO THE 32ND GA THAT lEWISH NCOS BE EXCLUDED 
EROM PARTICIPATION IN THE WORLD CONFERENCE WOULD, OE COURSE, 

RENDER IMPOSSIBLE ANY EURTHER CONSIDERATION OE RESUMED 
US PARTICIPATION IN THE DECADE. WE WILL BE CONSULTING 
IN THE NEXT DAYS WHICH CONCERNED DELEGATIONS ON POSSIBLE 
STRATEGIES EOR AVOIDING A CONERONTATION.
